Wood in Pruning 

In pruning roses, allow no dead 
wood to remain. Spring pruning of 
hybrid tea roses shorten* the plant 
to a height of eight inches or so: 
hybrid perpetual* to a height of 12 to 
15 Inches Reduce to two or three 
steins. Make all cuts clean Just above 
an eye., usually on which points up- 


ward and away from the center of the 
bush. Hybrid teas bloom on new wood 
while perpetual* bloom on shoots of 
wood from preceding years.
